;h&nfion, or external Notions of,the things of God, in the head or 


ledge that is qur of the Life and Simplicity of the Goſpel, will hurt, 
and not heal, .or pour Oyl into the Wound, to heal the Horts.or 
Bruifes of the Daughter of God's People; and what Hurt, Envy, 
Hatred and Prejudice hath done amongſt men, is fo obvious, that 
.much need not be ſaid to demonſtrate it, for all may ſee or hear of 
the 2darders aud Bloodſbeds that are inthe World, the many Com- 
bates and Pwels argong it Men, and how they kill one another in their 
heat of Peſſion; Malice and Envy ; and he:that doth envy his Brother 
:is a-Morderer in hjsheart, and hath not eternal Life abiding in him : 
-and the Treachery that is amongſt men, their betrayitig one ano-

:Root.of Prejudice and Envy, which is the work of the Devil. But

giſtrates ſo far as you may with a ſafe Conſcience,or your Teſtimo- 
ny for the Truth will admit, that under them we may live a:ſober 
righteous Life in all .Godlineſs and. Honeſty, that whereas many 
ſpeak againſt us as Evil-doers, they may be aſhamed, & acknowl-dge 
to your upright Godly Converſation, coupled with fear, to do un 
evil thing, to harm or beinjurious to any man: | 

And beware of Pride and vain Glory, with the vain and the fookſþ 
Faſhions of this periſhing world, that paſſeth away, keep out of all
